REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Board of Engineers herewith submit the following re- 
port of the Department for the year ending March rst, 1888: 


During the year the Department has been called twice in 
response to fire alarms, and in both cases the Department was 
prompt torespond. ‘The first alarm was given May 4th, caused 
by a fire at the Eagle Iron Foundry on Canal Street. The 
department used 2250 feet of hose bringing four streams to 
bear upon the fire, two from the engine and two from the hy- 
drant at Geo. A. Robertson & Co’s mill. The second 
alarm was given July zoth, caused by a fire in the dwelling 
house owned by the heirs of the late Frank Stebbins but which 
was extinguished without the aid of the department. 

The expenditures of the Department have exceeded the 
appropriations caused mainly by fires of May 4th and July 2oth, 
as the Treasurer’s report will show. | 

The board would recommend that the bottom of the tower 
in the engine-house be finished so that hose could be cleaned 
and dried after being used in the winter. 

The Department have on hand about 2000 feet of good 
linen hose that have not been used but once, and nearly rooo 
feet of other hose (leather and rubber) in fair condition, that 
could be used in case of emergency, and have seven discharge 
pipes. Should a fire occur in the central part of the village, 
where more than seven streams could be used, the department 
would have to depend upon the generosity of the manufactur- 
ing establishments to supply discharge pipes or hose.

The librarian reports the whole number of books taken 
from the library for the year ending Feb. 25, 1888, as 4965. 
The largest number taken in any one month, (Feb. 1887,) 
526; the next largest, (Dec. 1887), 501 ; the largest number 
_in any one day, (Dec. 17, 1887,) 119; the next largest, (Jan. 

28, 1888,) 117. 

In the selection of new books it has been the aim of the 
committee to obtain standard works of history, biography, 
travels and fiction, and it will be found that the new selection 
of juvenile books for young readers is unusually large and 
varied. Five magazines have also been added to the list the . 
present year, viz., Scribner’s Monthly, North American Review 
and the Forum, with Harper’s Young People and Wide Awake 
for the young folks. A portion of the accumulated magazines 
and pamphlets were re-bound last year ; a much larger collec- 
tion has recently been sent away to be bound in volumes, 
and these, when neatly and substantially bound and indexed, 
will be more easily referred to, and occupy much less space 
upon the library shelves.

There seems to have been a misapprehension in certain 
quarters which it is desirable to correct, it having been reported 
that-certain books are reserved, kept back, and not furnished 
when called for. There have been in the library a few books, 
purchased from time to time by subscription, which, not being 
catalogued, have not been in general circulation, but these 
could always be obtained by application to the librarian. A 
certain number of books have also been laid aside for re-binding 
or to be duplicated by new copies when the old are past using ; 
these cannot be furnished at all times. ‘There are likewise 
some books of reference, and a few pictorial and illustrated 
books, all marked with a * in the supplement, which it is not 
thought best to let out of the library except at the discretion of 
the librarian, who is empowered to use her judgmeut in such 
cases, as in careless hands these works would soon be ruined 
and unfit for use. With these exceptions there is no intention 
of withholding from the public any volumes contained in the 
library. It is proper to state also that no portion of the library 
funds are ever drawn by the committee in advance. All bills 
incurred for library expenses are first carried before the select- 
men, and, if approved by them, an order is issued on the town 
treasurer for payment of the same. 

Our town library now contains, including the recent addition 
of 325 volumes, about 2500 volumes. With this increased 
number of books, it may be thought expedient, the coming 
year, to open the library for the accommodation of the public 
one evening each week, in addition to the regular hours of 
Saturday p.m. If such an arrangement is made, due notice 
will be given of the same. 

A large per cent of the families in town avail themselves of 
the privileges of the library. ‘Those of our citizens who do 
not draw many books, and yet feel an interest in-all those things 
which help to build up the prosperity of our town, and who 
may have the impression that the library funds are lying idle 
and unexpended, are invited to visit the library room in person, 
see the well-filled shelves, examine the selections of books in 
the different departments, and they will then be better able to 
judge whether the funds of the town are being judiciously 
expended.
